FUNERAL OF LAFAYETTE. 
From an early hour on the morning of| 
the 22d May, the Rue d@Anjou Si. Honore, | 
in which the hotel of the late lamented La- 
fayette is situated, every street and passage 
in the vicinity was crowed with citizens of 
Paris, hastening to pay their last tribute of 
respect and attachment to Uh: vlustrious 
deceased, 

The funeral ceremony, says Galignani’s 
Messenger, from the public character of 
the deceased both as a member ot the 
Chamber of Deputies and a General, was 
invested by the Government with ail the 
impusing pomp Which the attendance cf 
numervus bodies of military wever fail to 
give to processions of this descriphen; 
while the attendance of the National Guards 
who came torward in immense numbers to 
join in giving effect to this parting act of 
homage to their venerable ceileague, and 
the crowded state of the streets leading to 
the Church of the Assumption, where the 
tuneral ceremony was tobe perlormed, and 
from thence along the Rue de la Paix, the 
entire length of the Boulevard, and every 
spot near which the procession was to pass, 
showed the extent of the popularity, and 
the affectionate esteem with which the de- 
ceased was regarded by every class. 

About hia.f past seven the members of the 
various D: putations appointed to take part 
jn the procession began to arrive at the llo- 
tel, which was handsomely hung with 
black. Among these were numbers of staff 
ollicers, of the troops, and the national 
guards. Detachmeats of infantry were 
placed as Guards of Honor in the com 
mencement of the Rue du Faubourg, St.

to distinguish the enemy. You may know 
them by their fruit. Ye may know them 
by their deportment towards the people.— 
Ye may know them by their disposition to 
club together, and constitute societies, and 
incorporations, for the enjoyment of ex- 
clusive privileges, and for countenancing 
and protecting each other in their monop- 
olies. They are composed in general of 
all those who are, or who believe them- 
selves to be favored by some adventitious 
circumstances of fortune. They are those 
with some honorable exceptions, who have 
contrived to live without labor, or who 
hope one day to do so, an! must conse- 
quently live on the iabors of others. But 
their is not one man in a hundred, whose in- 
terests, if he knew his own true interest, 
would leap him to join this party. There 
numbers would be very small and truly con- 
temptible, were it not for the ignorance, the 
fooiish pride and vanity of many, who are 
continually itching to get into ‘good socie- 
ty,’ always ready to cringe with spaniel- 
like sycophancy to the rich, following 
wherever they lead, and careless of the 
liberty and happiness of others, provided 
they are favored slaves themselves, and re- 





less than in abundance, and all the blessings 
of social life, we show ourselves vastly de- 
serving. Fur every institution, every law, 
every action of cur government emanates 
from Ourselves; we are responsible for all 
the evils arising from bad laws, defective 
constitutions, evil administrations, or what- 
ever in socicto tendsto the injury of the 
people. But cur fathers have purchased 
jor us political rights and an equality of 
privileges, Which we have not yet had the 
intelligewce tO appreciate, nor the courage 
to protect, noe the wisdom to enjoy. For

among us, Which has crowed the great mass 
of the people of othen countries down into 
ihe grussest iguorance, degradation and sla- 
very. 

While we have been comparing our con- 
dition with the miserable slavery of gther 
nations, and boasting of our advantages, 
and ylorying in the achievements of our fa- 
thers, ignorantly supposing that we are al- 
ready iv the possession of the highest de- 
gree of liberty, and inthe enjoyment of the 
must periect equality, ihe enemy have been 
silently encroaching upon our rights. But 
this delusion has passed--the enchantment 
is broken ‘The people are beginning to 
awake. Every day brings to our ears the 
pleasing intelligence, that the industrious 
classes, Which always constitute the de- 
mocracy of the country, are beginning to 
bestir themselves, and are enquiring what 
they siiall do to be saved, not from the 
threatened evil of another world, but trom 
the evils which they begin to see impend- 
ing over them ana their children here. 

But how shall we avoid these evils, how 
improve Our condition, and scatter the bles- 
sings of equality over the land? We must 
do ii fellow-citizens by union among our- 
selves, and by acting in concert with de- 
mocracy of the county. While the few 
can contrive means to keep the people divi- 
ded among themselves, they fall an easy 
prey. ‘There are but two great political di- 
visions In the worid; those who are in fa- 
vor of a government of the people, and 
those who are favor of a government over 
the people; of a government of the many, 
and agovernment of the few,—of liberty 
and slavery.

Every individual attached to this party from 
interest, from vanity, or pride, should just- 
ly receive the epithet of partisan. But it is 
impossibie for a true democrat to be a par- 
ty man, or for those favorable to democracy 
to constitute a party. For how can he be 
a partisan, who looks upon all men as equal, 
and contends, that there is no power, no ad- 
vantage, no privilege, which can be enjoy- 
ed by any one man, or class of men, which 
does not equally belong to all, and ought 
not equally to be enjoyed by every other 
man in the nation. 


How indeed can that be called a party, 
which, embraces and equalizes all the citi- 
zeus. But we have often been deceived 
by those whom we have raised to power; 
and it is therefore difficult to know on 
which side the people’s interests lie. This 
is apartof the policy of the aristocracy. 
They divide themselves into all parties, and 
by contriving to obtain the ascendency in 
all, endeavor to bring all into an equal con- 
tempt with the people. How often have 
we in this way been deceived. Some am- 
btious, !earned and talented demagogue, 
finding itthe cheapest way to power and 
wealth, courts the people, ‘the rabble,’ 
whom he atheart despises, after making 
great hypocritical pretensions to democra- 
cy, is raised to office by the people. Be- 
ing now raised to distinction by the many, 
he begins to court the favor of the few. Ha- 
ving political authority, he now longs for 
riches, titles, and family alliances with the 
proud and wealthy. He begins to interest 
himself in all the exclusive policy of the ar- 
istocracy, promotes the establishment of all 
kinds of monopolies, and finally becomes 
identified with the exclusive policy of the 
few. ‘Theiropposition in the mean time 
gradually sofiens down. Their papers be- 
come less virulent, then seem half way to 
approve; and in order to deceive the peo- 
iple, pretendto be converted to their cause, 
and speak in high terms of their intelligence 
in choosing so good a man. He is now the 
candidate of the aristocracy, and the peo- 
ple being in this way deceived continue also 
to support him. But experience ought to 
teach us, that when oposition towards any 
one begins to abate, it is time to watch him 
closely; and when this opposition is chang- 
ed into favor, it is time to desert him. For 
the aristocracy of our country, under all the 
different names which they have assumed, 
have never faiJed to receive with Open arms 
all traitors to the cause of the people, and 
have always put them forward in the war- 
fare which they have unremittingly waged 
against free principles.
